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Recreation Centre Now Dead Issue 


The Vulcan District Recreation 
Centre Tuesday decided to give up 
plans to build a Recreation Centre 
here and is now negotiating for the 
sale of its assets. These include a 
large part of the framework of the 
former Calgary Meadowlark Park 
curling rink, artificial ice plant and 
miscellaneous equipment. 

This decision was announced by 
recreation committee chairman Pat 
Walker following Monday night’s 
meeting of Vulcan town council at¬ 
tended by Mr. Walker at which 
council voted to accept three alter¬ 
native projects to be submitted for 
the centennial grant in place of the 
group’s plan for the recreation 
centre. The three projects include 
two kiddies' playgrounds and a pro¬ 
posal by the Vulcan Golf and 
Country Club to provide complete 
watering for the course. 

There has been liason on this 
recreation subject between town 
council and the recreation group al 
most since the Vulcan District 
Recreation Centre was formed but 
developments during the last three 


months have brought the matter to 
its present position. Late in August 
town council approved application 
for a $37,000 loan towards con¬ 
struction of the Recreation Centre 
by this group as the town’s centen¬ 
nial project. lit so doing council 
agreed to accept responsibility and 
maintenance of the building. The en¬ 
suing by-law on this loan was de¬ 
feated by ratepayers of Vulcan 
leaving the town and recreation 
committee no means of guarantee¬ 
ing financing of the building, a re¬ 
quisite of the centennial application. 

The recreation group was grant¬ 
ed a time extension and next pro¬ 
posed a method of raising money for 
this financing through assessment 
of town water meters at one dollar 
per month. 

Investigation by council of the 
validity of this scheme resulted in 
a letter from the Department of 
Municipal Affairs stating they were 
“skating on extremely .thin ice” by 
such a move. Had the plan been ap¬ 
proved it presumably would have 
required giving notice in the paper 


for three weeks followed by another 
vote if there was greater than 10 
per cent objection to it. This in turn 
involves a second vote on the same 
subject which cannot lawfully be 
done within one year of the first 
vote. (In coffee counter discussions 
objections were already being rais¬ 
ed against this method of financing). 

Finally at council’s meeting Mon¬ 
day night of this week it saw no 
alternative but to reject the recrea¬ 
tion group’s bid and, because of the 
time element, immediately consider 
the alternatives. 

The issue has been a thorny one 
for councillors whose individual 
views ranged from favorable to com¬ 
pletely opposed and to those who 
favored the plan but felt the group's 
estimates on construction and main¬ 
tenance were low. However the 
recreation committee felt the hand¬ 
writing was on the wall when the 
plebiscite was turned down. 

A meeting of the recreation body 
is expected to be held later this 
week.

The subject of uncared for pro¬ 
party is allied to this and it was 
indicated that even under a pos¬ 
sible urban renewal plan a means 
of forcing a clean-up of privately 
owned residential property was 
extremely complicated.

In Al¬ 
berta, the Progressive Conservative 
party elected 15 members ami the 
Social Credit party two 

In Mncleod riding. Dr. Lawrence 
E. Kindt of Nanton, Progressive 
Conservative, was successful in his

fourth election battle, gaining a 
majority of 2,244 over his closest 
opponent, Social .Credit candidate 
Ernie Patterson of Claresholm, Dr. 
Kindt polled 8,639 votes against 
6,395 for Mr. Patterson. 

Liberal candidate Bill Matheson 
of Leth bridge received 3,037 votes 
While Sam Brown of High River, 
NDP candidate, polled 1,290 votes. 

In the 1963 election, it was Kindt 
(PC) 9,722, Patterson <SC> 7,727, 
Bostrom <Lib. ( 2,693 and Griffin 
(NDP) 1,126. 

With one Ontario seat still in 
doubt, this is the way the Novem¬ 
ber 8 election results stack up 
compared to the results in the 
1963 general election:

FALL FERTILIZING 
RECOMMENDED 

The fall Is an ideal time to fer¬ 
tilize hay, pasture and stubble 
fields, says A. W. Goetitel, Super¬ 
visor of Soils with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Ferti¬ 
lizers can even be applied when 
there are a few inches of snow on 
■the ground. 

Among the advantages of fall 
fertilization are that fertilizer 
orders often receive off-car price 
reductions and some companies 
may offer cash discounts at this 
time of year. 

Fall fertilizing usually elimin¬ 
ates the hazard of getting equip¬ 
ment stuck in the field and avoids 
leaving ruts in the field as so 
often happens in the spring, par¬ 
ticularly in low lying areas. 

Another advantage of fertilizing 
in the fall is that it spreads the 
work load more evenly between 
the seasons. Spring brings a rush 
of work that has to be done in a 
very short time. 

Mr. Goettel recommends broad¬ 
casting nitrogen or nitrogen phos¬ 
phorous fertilizers on hay, pasture 
and stubble land. Once hay .and 
pasture crops become established, 
the soil becomes deficient in 
nitrogen. Recommendations vary 
with the percentage of legume in 
these crops. For example, as the 
legume content increases in the 
mixture, the amount of nitrogen 
needed decreases but the phos¬ 
phorous requirement increases. 

With stubble crops, the nitrogen 
fertilizer replaces the nitrogen 
used by this year’s crop and helps 
in the breakdown of heavy straw. 
The amount of nitrogen needed 
depends upon the previous crop 
yield, the soil zone, the amount of 
straw and the moisture reserve. 
The publication ‘‘Fertilizer Re¬ 
commendations for Alberta — 
1965” contains detailed informa¬ 
tion on these facts as well as ap¬ 
plication rates for hay, pasture 
and stubble crops. 

Setting fertilizer equipment so 
that the correct rates are applied 
is extremely important, says Mr. 
Goettel. The seed drill type 
spreader and the cyclone spread¬ 
ing machine can both be used for 
broadcasting fertilizers. Old grain 
drills can be converted for this 
job, providing they are thoroughly 
cleaned and oiled after use to pre¬ 
vent corrosion. 

It is also possible to rent small 
pull-type spreaders with capacities 
varying from 500 pounds to four 
tons. In addition, some fertilizer 
dealers do custom work. They 
apply the fertilizer with a tractor- 
pulled spreader or a truck mount¬ 
ed machine. These are designed for 
bulk handling of fertilizers.
